color film with a nominal speed index of 42 for use 
with exposure meters calibrated in the ASA system 
Arriving hard on the heels of Eastman’s F-2 Ekta 
chrome, the Ansco standard bearer carries the same 
manufacturer's speed rating and, like E-2 Ekta 
chrome, can be pushed at least two stops further 
without unduly affecting Wransparency quality when 
special processing is given 

Practical tests made by this magazine with 45mm 
Anscochrome over a period of several months and 
under widely varying subject and lighting condition 
indicate that when processed correctly this film offers 
a desirable combination of speed, fine grain, latitude 
resolution, and color balance. Although it is still too 
early for all the tacts to be in, and more questions 
are posed than answered, this is what we learned from 
our initial testing 

Speed: Anscochrome can be relied upon for top 
quality transparencies when exposed on the basis of 
either ASA 42, 64, or even 128 when the processing 
is adjusted to match the ¢ xposure index employed 
Obviously, therelore, it is mandatory that all ex 
posures on the roll should be based on the same 
index Shooting at 42 OY 64 presents no special prob

Hy's second and more thorough dem 
onstration of the relative unimportance 
of a photographer's equipment was made 
deliberately, for Life, after he had in 
sisted on the point so often that the 
editors challenged him to shoot a big 
league double-header with a $4 Baby 
Browme and the film an amateur would 
use in it. The exposures Hy brought 
back were so good that he had dithculty 
convincing Life's photographers and 
technicians that the resultant tixi4 
prints were produced by such humble 
means. Life featured the story promi 
nently, and at has been reprinted in

It showed the three different ways 
you could use a cheap camera to arrest 
action,” Hy says of this story. “One way 
is panning with the action—swinging 
your camera to follow the movement ol 
your subject as it passes and shooting at 
on the wing. The second way us shooting 
the action head-on—either coming into 
the camera or going directly away from 
the camera. The third is shooting at the 
frozen peak of action, like the split

You can use these same methods with 
color, or when you have to shoot slower 
because of poor light. Actually, panning 
with the camera, when it's done right 
produces a much better picture and a 
greater feeling of action than an expo 
ure where everything is sharp.

PERFECT NEGATIVES continued 


Negative density can be controlled 
at two points: during exposure, and 
during development, as shown graph- 
ically in the chart at left. Exposure 
in turn, is controlled by shutter speed 
and lens opening. A fast shutter or 
small lens opening decreases exposure 
and therefore gives less density; a slow 
shutter speed or large lens opening 
does the reverse. During develop- 
ment, density is controlled by the 
chemical make-up of the developer 
(some are vigorous and some are slow- 
working), the temperature of the solu- 
tion, and the duration of the immersion 
time. Increasing either temperature or 
immersion time increases density. Be- 
low and on next page are three types 
of negatives for comparison purposes.

A 
dense iegative requires longer print 
ing time and usually produces im 
ages that are less sharp than does 
a thin negative. However, if the 
negative is too thin it will lack 
adequate shadow detail The key 
problem of photography is to 
achieve a happy medium between 


the two extremes of negative density.

Here is William W. Morris, photography 
director of Popular Science Magazine, 
leaning out of a Sikorsky helicopter and 
photographing the great Moltke Glacier 
near Thule, Greenland, with a Kodak 
Chevron Camera.

Their use is rec- 
ommended especially at high altitudes, 
near the seashore, on clear days right 
after a storm, and on cloudy days. 
Photoflood color films 

These films have been designed for use 
with the type of steady illumination most 
commonly used by the amateur photogra- 
pher. Lamps of this type include No. 1 
and 2 Photofloods and reflector spot and 
flood lamps. The term 3400 K sometimes 
is applied to lamps in this class. When 
using lamps of this type there are certain 
things that should be borne in mind 

First, the color quality emitted by them 
varies quite a bit as the lamps get older 
in use. Near the end of their life, the light 
is quite orange, resulting in reddish flesh 
tones. The best remedy for this is to 
check the burning time and discard the 
lamps, for color photography after half 
“of their rated life. This rated life is 
etched onto the front of each lamp 

The second thing to remember is that 
a drop in line voltage can also cause the 
lamps to burn too reddish. Make sure that 
you aren't using too many lamps on a 
fuse (three No. 2, or 6 No. 1 lamps on 
a 15-amp fuse). Also make sure house 
hold appliances such as irons, Wa hing 
machines, toasters, electric heaters and 
TV sets are not operating on the same 
circuit you are using for your floods 
Studio tungsten type films 

Films of this type are designed for 
use with the kind of lamps most com 
monly used in professional and commer- 
cial studios. Lamps of this type include 
the 250- and 500-watt 3200K frosted 
lamps, which are similar in size and ap- 
pearance to photofloods, and clear spot 
and projection lamps of the “T” type 

Lamps of this kind do not give as much 
light per watt as do the photoflood type 
Their color quality is somewhat warmer 
or yellower than floods also. However 
their light output is steadier and color 
quality is more consistent over the whole 
life of the lamp than is that of photo- 
floods. They also last longer, making re- 
placements less frequent. However, with 
these lamps line voltage is important too, 
because it alters the light’s color 
Photofiash films
